Chicago Attests His Greatness in a 
Blaze of Glory. 


‘HER UNIFORMED THOUSANDS MARCH IN 
GRAND CIVIC PARADE. 


The City Lavishly Decorated for the Oc- 
casion—Prominent People From Every 


Nation Present—Perfect Arrangements | 


for the Day’s Programme—The Route 
and Order of March—How the Day Was 
Observed Elsewhere. 


Cuicaco, Oct. 20.—The end crowns the 
work. -Months of unceasing and never re- 
laxed activity, of perpetual vigilance, of un- 
remitting toil culminates to-day in the ex- 
ercises preliminary to the dedication of the 
great white city by the gray waters of Lake 
Michigan. A magic city of palaces sprung 
froma sandy waste, its walls and columns 
refiecting back the morning lightas froma 
polished mirror; its domes, spires, minarets 
piercing the very clouds, its banners and 
pennants snapping in the lake wind; a city 
upon whose like no man has ever gazed be- 
fore; a city sprung up within a twelve- 
month, yet wearing the semblance Of 
ancient Athens, so firm and_ ~solid- 
appearing are its mighty towers and 
buttresses. A city illustrative of the highest 
development of American energy and co 
memorative of the discoverer of the new abd 
greater world—such is the aggregation of 
the mighty stryctures in which will be held 
the World’s lumbian Exposition. To as- 
sist in their dedication, in their consecration 
to the vast,‘far-reaching ends for which 
they were designed, there have gathered 
here the representatives of the highest worth 
and intellect of nations; the rulers and gov- 
ernors, chosen from among themselves by a 
free and enlightened people; the representa- 
tives of foreign powers to whom, indeed, 
the enterprise is as important 
and interesting as to the Amer!i- 
cans themselves ; the citizen soldiery 
of many States, the representatives to the 
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trades organizations, and finally—highest 
and best of allsponsors for such an under- 
taking—the sovereign people themselves, the 
bone and sinew of the lana, the proprietors 
and owners of the whole enterprise. From 
farm and hillside, from work bench and mill, 
they have assembled to witness the inaugura- 
tion of what they deem the crowning achieve- 
ment of their existenceas an independent 
nation. The people are supreme. 
THE DECORATIONS. 

When the multitudes began pouring into 
the down-town districts this morning to view 
the great civic parade, they saw stretching 
in every direction streets aglow with decora- 
tion until they looked likea gigantic flower 
gardenin fullblow. The National colors pre- 
dominated, but mingled with the red, white 
and blue were the flags of all nations, with 
here and there a streak of terra cotta,’ Chi- 
cago’s newly chosen municipal color, formed 
adark back-ground forthe more vivid hues 
of the other decorations. The work of 
decorating has been in progress several days, 
but it was not until last night that 
the workers on the sky-scrapers along 
Dearborn street and on the big State 
street retail stores put the finishing touches 
to their work, and left the fronts of the bulld- 
ings shimmering with vari-colored bunting. 
The designs of the decorations were as many 
in number as the designers, but asin most 
matters the simplest designs generally pro- 
auced the most striking effect. Great swaths 
of bunting swooping from the cornice trans- 
versely across the front of a building to the 
ground floor and crgssed and recrossed at in- 
tervals by bands ‘of red, white and blue, 
formed a favorite and striking device. 

Another design was the arrangement ofa 

heaf of flags, with the yellow and red Span- 

standard in the center in every window. 

Portraits of Columbus, LaSalle and Pere 

Marquette were also plentifully utilized, and 

a monster representation of the landing of 

Columbus formed the center of decorations 
on a Madison street sky-scraper. 
ON THE LAKE FRONT. 

On the lake front, where the parade formed, 
the line of magnificent buildings from Adams 
street to Congress is ablaze with many-hued 
bunting. Perhaps the most striking feature 
is the double electric arch spanning Michigan 
avenue and Congress street, at the Andito- 
rium. Four masts, rising from monumental 
bases and carrying huge gilded globes, are 
connected by lines of tinted electric lignts. 

But itison State street thatthetaste ana 
ingenuity of the decorator has full swing 
andthe mammoth department stores and 
mercantile establishments have vied with 
one another in the profuseness and complete- 
ness of their decorations. On Marshal Field’s 
building coats of armsof all nations appear 
directly beneath the cornice and festoons of 
color swing along the walls. Colors shape 
themselves into festoon and sbield, and por- 
traits of Columbus and American statesmen 
look out from their midst. 

All along State street the facades of the 
massive structures showa llke profusion of 
adornment, and the same may be said ‘®f 
Dearborn and Clark streetsand other high- 
ways running north and south, while the 
streets beginning at the lake ‘and running 
westward have decorations no jess profuse. 

The theaters, clubs and hotels have all 
blossomed forth tnto prismatic splendor, and 

storesand dwellings even to the very 
outskirts of the city have at least some form 
of decoration in honor of the great Genoese 
Admiral. 
The City Hall decorations, which it was ex- 
ected would beatriumph ofart, have not, 
t must be confessed, come up to expecta- 
tions. Possibly the building ts too large fora 
display of this character, but at all events 
the terra cotta swathings of the marble pil- 
lars have not produced the striking effect 
anticipated, and the other decorations of the 
building are neither profuse nor artistic. 
But this is fortunately one of the few excep- 
tions tothe generalrale of good taste, effec- 
tiveness and profusion which has governed 
the decorations, and Chicago may properly 
pride herself on the completeness of the dis- 
lav, which has never, in thiscity at least, 
en approached before. 
THE REVIEWING STAND. 

The official grand reviewing stand was 
built around a portion of the Federal Goy- 
ernment building, from the Adams street 
side of which a magnificent view was ob. 
tained by the Vice- sidential party and 
other notable visitors. The structure was so 
massive and strongly built that no fears of 
any collapse was entertained. Its dimen- 
sions were as follows: From Dearborn to 
Clark streets on the Adams street end of the

from the post office entrance to Adams 
street; on all the three sides of the building 
the stand stretched from the walls tothe 

walk. On the Adams street side the 
joint of the stand was fastened some seven

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The press.section consisted of seven reserved 


Street stand w ed to overfiowing with 
guests and the “Municipal authorities. The 
entire sections on the k and Dearborn 
Street sides were occupied by 3,400 school 
children appropriately in the 
national colors. There were 1,400 of these 
young Americans on either side and at inter- 
vals patriotic and other songs Were sung 
them in chorus. The Adams street. section 
seated about 2,500 people and altogether noc 
Jess than 6,000 people were on the whole 
range of the stand, 

The huge. structure was bullt in double 
rows of planed lumber and some 175,000 feet 
was used inits construction. There was no 
need to iook out for splinters, as chairs by 
the thousands were provided and arranged 
in the most convenient fashion. The entire 
stand was admirably decorated, especial at- 
tention being devoted to the Adams street 
Section, where the Vice-Presidential stand, 
boxes for the Governors and diplomatic corps 
wers made brilliant as possible. 

The Presidential party and invited guests 
reached their seats via the Dearcorn street 
entrance and thence througha stair in the 
building facing on Adams street. A large 
corps of ushers were in attendance to seat 
those who had the necessary credentials. 
The Government ep arn itself was elabo- 
rately decorated with festoons of the na- 
tional and municipal | a tyme oo forming 
a gorgeous background to various pictures 
presented by the parade at the central point 
of interest. 

The police as early as7 o’clock closed all 
the bridges which cross the city’s turbid and 
filthy river. Nocraft might have the avenues 
blockaded for their passing until the parad- 
ing should have ended. This wasa measure 
of safety to the crowds. 

THE ROUTE, 

Though the procession s#Ould be ten miles 
in length, the route of its parade should be 
only three miles of distance. The 
streets which should be com passed 
within the three miles must be 
kept clear fromevery obstruction between 
the curbs. To prevent crowds gathering 
they be easier than to disperse them when 
they had congregated, and so the police 
early applied themselves tothe prevention. 
Hence, when 100’clock had come the great 
stretch of pave was clear like stony lanes be- 
tween banked up throngs on the curbs all 
along this route: Michigan aventie, north to 
Van Buren street, west on Van Burén to 
Wabash avenue, north on Wabash avenue to 
Lake street, west on Lake to State street, 
south on State to Adams street, weston Ad- 
ains to Franklin street, south on Franklin to 
Jackson street and east on Jackson to State 
street, where the procession should disband, 

Meanwhile the sun, whichinthe gray dawn 
had risen red beyond the waters of Lake 
Michigan, had disappeared, and stolid clouds 
held back the sunshine. The. air was chill 
andasearching wind from somewhere blew 
through the streets between the great/build- 
ings, and people gathered wraps closer about 
them. But the overcast was such as scarcely 
forebodes rain, and nobody cared forthe 
autumn chillinthe gusty air. Band music 
and marching men, all seeking the points 
where they were to awalt their signal for 
moving, occupied the watching crowds 
which were being momentarily augmented 
by in-coming thousands from rapidly arriv- 
ing trains. 

The children had mounted to their places 
in the grandstand of the official review, the 
dignitaries of many nations, the men of 
place and position, and Vice-President Mor- 
ton, under civil escort, had taken their posi- 
tions at ll o’clock, Allwas ready then and 
the walting was not long. 

Out on the lake front open space soon after 
li o’clock three sullen booming guns spoke 
out the signal forthe start. Then appeared 
atthe starting pointthe chief officer of the 
gay, and the police ahead of him ledthe 
way, the various bodies falling in from streets 
opening into the route of march. 

THE PARADE. 

At the head of the paradetoholdin check 
the dense crowd, which thronged the side- 
walk and forced itselfintothe streets, came 
mounted police. Chief McClaughey rode in 
advance, «followed by Assistaht Chief Hub- 
bard and Inspectors Ross, Koch, Hunt, 
Lewis, Schaack and Fitzpatrick. After them 
riding knee to Knee and sweeping the 
street from curb to curb, came the de- 
tachment of mounted police, under the 
command of Lieut. Healy, and then a detach- 
ment on foot under Capt. Hartigan. Directly 
behind Hartigan’s men came Sousa’s Marine 
Band, acting as escort for the Mexican 
National Band. At the heels of the Mexican 
Band was Maj.-Gen. Miles, the Grand 
Marshal of the parade, resplendent in all the 
glory and circumstance attendant upon the 
position of a Major-General of the regular 
army. Behind him clattered a swarm of 
faides-de-camp clothed in Diack coats, 
trousers and hats of uniform description. 
Many of them were officers of the regular 
army, but the majority were men in the 
peaceful walks of life. 

The Chicago Hussars in Diack with white 
trimmings, riaing well and headed by their 
bugle corps, which filled the air with stirring 
martial notes, was the escort to the Mayor 
of Chicago, the City Council in carriages and 
the Governors of the different States, each of 
whom was surrounded by a brilliant staff. 
Mayor Washburne bore his honors placidly 
and gracefully, but many of the aldermen 
were conscious that the eyes of the world 
were upon them, and they deported them- 
selves with becoming) dignity, even though 
somewhat too well aware oftheir own exis- 
tence. On either side of Mayor Wash- 
burne’s carriage rode six hussars acting as 
his private escort. 

As Governor after Governor went by each 
was greated with cheers. No distinction was 
made inany case. It was enough for some- 
body to shout ‘*Here’s another Governor,’’ 
for the crowd to set up aloud ana prolonged 
cheer. 

The second grand division was led by the 
Independent Order of Foresters 12,000 strong, 
who made a fine appearance as they swept 
down the streetinthe reguiar formation of 
twenty files front. The dark green of Italy 
flowed in a tidal wave behind the crimson 
regalia of the Foresters and the numerous 
Italian societies were cheered to the echo as 
they went by each man marching as though 
he was the direct heir of the discoverer 
Columbus. In their rear was a gigantic float 
representing ‘‘Columbus Discovering Amer- 
ica,’’ showing the Santa Maria approaching 
arock-bound coast, on whicha number of 
Indians stood, eagerly scanning the ap- 
proaching vessel, Behindthe float tramped 
300 Grecians, wearing the decorations of 
their nation’s flag—blue and white. Eight 
thousand men of the Patriotic Order Sons of 
America were over an hour in going past. 
lIheir ranks were broken at frequent inter- 
vals by bands which worked industriously at 
America’s national music. Then in close, 
even ranks came descendants of those who 
won the battle of the Boyne. 

Vhree thousand and five hundred men of 
the Chicago Turners’ Society, headed by the 
National Uommission of their order, looked 
exceedingly well in their neat uniforms of 


grey shirts, trousers and hats. Each man 


; vore upon his left breast the white and terra 


cotta Chicago badge. They were followed by 


, 700 men of the Bohemian ‘iurners’ societies, 


and these by 600 German veterans, who 
marched proudly beneath the red, white and 
blue of their adoption and the red, white and 
black under which they had marched in less 
peaceful times. 

There was a strong reminder of the heather 
as 1,200 bonnie Scots hove in sight. Every 
manin Tartan. The bag-pipes, which were 
many throughout their column, shrieked 
shrilly, and whenever they died away, the 
big brass band at the head of the clans 

oomed out the Scottish music so dear to the 
men whoswung along in solid ranks be- 
hind, The Scots were decidedly a feature of 
the parade and the 260 men of the Royal Scots 
Regiment, clad in the Royal Stuart plaid, 
called forth loud cheers of approval. Fifty 
men pasate 4 the uniform of the famous 
lack Watch Regiment, who were next in 
line, were followed bya seemingly endless 
String of plaids representing every family of 
Macs between Berwick and John O’Groat’s. 

The black and gold of the Sons of St. George 
followed the Highlanders. Then came rank 
after rank of Oroation and Polish societies 
containing in all about two thousand men. 
After them came ten times as many ranks,and 
with its proportionate nnmber of men, and 
every man a Swede. In four carriages were 
sixteen pretty girls representing in their at- 
tire the various national costumes of Sweden 
and Norway. Two hundred boys from the 
grammar and high schools of Chicago, who 
were clad in various styles of anew and 
gave vent every now and then to lusty lunged 
expressions of their school yells, came next.

the representatives of the foreign countries. - 
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grand division under the com- 
mand of Chief Marshal Cahill was led by the 
Marshal surrounded by a large staff,in whose 
wake came fifty mounted men, uniformed 
Knights of St. Patrick. The second sub- 
division of this portion of the parade was the 
uniformed rank of the Catholic Order of For- 
esters, 850 strong and comprising ten sep- 
arate commandaries. The third sub-division, 
headed by the Third Cavalry Band, had 4,440 
men in line and showed the banners of forty- 
five courts and contained ten bands. The 
fourth sub-division held 2,550 men and thirty- 
four courts. The fifth division contained 
2,644 menin thirty-one courts. Seven hun- 
dred menof the Hibernian Rifles came after 
the Foresters, and bebind these 2,000 men of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians, and then 
6,000 more men of the Catholic faith, who be- 
long to the Arch-Diocesan Union, thirty-three 
societies being represented. The Catholic 
Knights of America 1,000 men, the Catholic 
Renevolent Union with 800, the Polish Catho- 
ic Societies with 1,000 and St. John the Bap- 
tist. with 1,000 men were nextinline. Miscel- 
Janeous Catholic societies numbering 1,200 
men in the aggregate closed the grand 
division and the parade. 

In the rear of the Catholic Order of Forest- 
ers was a Magnificent float ‘‘Columbus,’’ 
drawn by eight handsome dapple gray 
horses. ‘The lower platform was embellished 
with the coat of arms of the order, and on 
the main platform stood forty-four columns, 
each surmounted bya gilt star representing 
the States ofthe Union. Inthe center wasa 
huge globe above which rested a bust of 
Columbus. Three young ladies representing 
Friendship, Love and Truth were on the 
same platform. 

TO-NIGHT’S FESTIVITIES. 

To-night the military make even fortheir 
non-participance in the purely civic celebra- 
tion to-day. Col. Henry L. Turner throws 
open the doors of the imposingFirst Regiment 
Armory on Michigan avenue to the thousands 
of guests who have been invited. Col. Tur- 
ner proposes to be somewhat surprised if the 
list of guests does not foot up in the neigh- 
borhood of 10,000. 

Of course the flavor of the affair will be dls- 
tinctly military, buta good many civilians 
have been asked to come, too. 

The civilians include all World’s Fair offi- 
clals, Vice-President and Cabinet officers, 
Supreme Court Justices, diplomatic corps 
and enough others to make the number of 
invitations to civilians about three thousand.

A PLEASING INCIDENT. 

One of the pleasantest incidents of the day 
was when the thodsands of spectators, moved 
by a common impulse, tendered Vice- 
President Morton tremendous 
greeting which he graciously ac- 
knowledged. Director General Davis and 
President Higginbotham, who accompanied 
him, escorted the Vice-President along the 
front ofthe stand from the (lark street en- 
trance tothe Presidential dais. He was re- 
ceived with an extraordinury volume of long 
continued plaudits. 

During the parade Vice-Presidont Morton 
at the center of the dais had President 
Palmer of the World’s Fair National Commis- 
sion on his right hand and President Higgin- 
botham ofthe World’s Fair Directory on his 
left. After President Palmer in the 
order named sat Secretary of State Foster, 
Attorney-General Miller, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker, Secretary Tracey, Secre- 
tary Noble and Secretary Rusk. On Presi- 
dent Higginbotham ’s left ih the following 
orfder sat ex-President Hayes, Gen, 
A.T. Goshorn, D. Chevalier de Tavera, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
from the Vatican; Alfred de Clapaiede, Swiss 
Envoy; Enrique Depey d’Lorne, Enyoy Ex- 
traordinary tor Spain ;Alfred leGhait, Belgian 
Envoy Extraordinary ; - de Sonsea 
Roza, Portuguese Envoy, and Ca- 
mille Krantz, Deputy -of the Vosges, 
Commissioner-General of the French Gov- 
ernment.

20.—The steamer City of New 
York of the Inman Line, which left New 
York cn the 12th for Liverpool, was entering 
hor berth inthe Alfred Dock at Birkennead 
atll o’clock: last evebing when a frightful 
and peculiar accident occurred. The space 
between the vessel and the quay allowed for 
lighters and by along gangway passage across 
was obtained from the quay tothe steamer. 
The steamer having been berthed several 
officers of the Customs service started across 
the gangway toward thevessel. At the same 
time about thirty of the crew started by the 
same gangway fortheshore. The two par- 
ties met at the center, apparently 
without having noticed each others, ap- 
proach, and collided with crushing 
force, tumbling against each otherand burst- 
ing the nand-rails of the gangway. The 
whole of the two parties,customs officers and 
crew, fellinto the water, and the shouts, 
cries and execrations of the injured and 
drowning, added to the darkness, made a 
scene of terrible confusion and horror. The 
spectators hastened with belts, buoys and 
boats to the rescue of the men struggling for 
life in the water, and succeeded in saving all 
of the customs officersand a numberof the 
crew. Some of those saved had been severely 
crushed and otherwise bruised, and one has 
since died. Whether more lives have been 
lost will be Known at the pay muster to be 
held probably to-morrow. At present nine 
are missing, and a diver is searching for the 
bodies. ll 
OCEAN PERILS. 

BUT SEVEN SURVIVORS OF THE SHIP W. 
CAMPBELL. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 20.—Mate A. R. 
Sullivan of the ill-fated American ship W. A. 
Campbell, which was lost at sea, has arrived 
here with six of the crew whaescaped with 
him, Sullivan states that the fury of the 
gale wassuch that the crew was powerless 
and the deck was soon littered with wreck- 
ageof sparsand masts. Finaliyit was de- 
cided to abandon the ship, as it was appar- 
ent it would soon __ sink. The 
water tanks were ail burst in, 
and only a small supply could be 


secured from the donkey engine. The Cap- 
taln’s young wire, who bore herself bravely 
and his baby, were put in the larger boa 
with Capt. Havener, and thirteen sallors 
decided to set fretothe ship for fear that 
she might wreck other vessels, so as they 
shoved offthe torch was applied and soon 
afterward she blew up, asthere were explo- 
sives on board. 

‘*After staying together two days,’’ ad- 
ded Sullivan, ‘‘I decided to push on, as my 
boat was the swiftest. All hands were put 
on short allowances—half condensed milk 
and water and three biscuits a day; canned 
meat at morning meal and in the evening 
one tin of fruit was used. On thetenth day 
our water gave out and I put 
the men on the same allowance of 
wine. On the fourteenth signs of weakness 
were noticeable in severai of the men. Twen- 
ty days out and all our liquids were ex- 
hausted, The men behaved well, with the 
exception of three Chilian sallors. The men 
noticed that the Chilians seemed to stand the 
short allowance of rations better than them- 
selves, and it was decided to ascertain the 
way they didit. Watch wasset, ana during 
the night they were discovered eating from 
the rations of the sleeping sallors, 


VESSELS IN COLLISION. 
LONDON, Oct, 20.—The Anchor Line steam- 
ship Ethiopia, which left New York Oct. 8 for 
Glasgow, while entering the Clyde this morn- 


ing, collided with the outward-bound 
steamer Waldey. The Ethlopia ‘had two 
plates smashed. The damage to the other 
vessel is unknown. 


THE VERA CRUZ STORM.

SUSAN A. PLANT. 


HOW 


By Representing That He Had Money He 
Secures His Removal From the Citr 
Hospital to St. Mary’s Infirmary— 
Well Cared for by the Sisters While 
He Survived and His Remains In- | 
terred in Calvary Cemetery — His 
**Fake’’ Estate. 


The will of Edward Joseph O’Reilly, re- 


_garding which Attorney Paul A. Bierman 


had a hearing in the Probate Court ona 
charge of contempt in not producing tne will 
which was finally surrendered to the court 
by Mrs. Emery ._ TD. Plant of 1529 
Linn street, has not yet been 0»pro- 
bated, but is held by the _ court. 
The will bequeathsa life insurance policy 
of $3 ,000 to be divided between Miss Susan A. 
Plant, daughter of Mrs. Emery D. Piant, and 
the Sisters in charge of St. Mary’s Infirmary 
at 1536 Papin street, where O’Rellly died. No 
policy has been found, however, and the 
statements of Attorney Bierman and Mrs. 
Plantin explaining the matter reveal a 
most pecullar case. 
AN APRIL FOOL JOKE. 

Tne matter isa big April fool joke,’’ said 
Attorney Bierman to-day to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter. ‘‘O’Rielly died on April 1 last— 
that is, he died on the night of March #1. I 
am not positive whether he died before or 
after midnight. 

**‘Mrs. Plant met O’Reilly in the City Hos- 
pital. She used to go around visiting for 
charitable purposes. Her daughter used 
also to go, too, O’Relilly became smitten by 
the daughter, who Is about 15, and she, I be- 
lieve, was interested in him. He, I should 
judge, was about 48. They used to bring him 
flowers. He spoke of this policy and insisted 
on making a will, leaving it to Miss Plant. 

**How I came to have anything to do with 
the case was this: One day Mrs. Plant came 
into my office and told me that a man was 
dying at St. Mary’s Infirmary who had left 
her daughter $3,000, and wanted me to go up 
tothe Sisters’ With her. I questioned her 
about it, and did not think there was any- 
thing init. I told her! did not want to have 
anything to do with it. She, how- 
ever, said she 
was all right, and g 
go with her, whichIfinally did. When we 
reached the infirmary O’Rellly was uncon- 
scious and the priest was with him. I asked 
the sisterjto let me have his papers and she 
said she could not do s0;as the man was not 
dead yet and they were in charge of his per- 
son. Lasked her whenthe papers could be 
obtainec and she sald not until after he died. 

**‘The next day Mrs. Piant came to my 
office againand asked me to go again with 
her tothe Sisters. As long as I had started 
init, [thought I would see it through and 
went, O’ Reilly was dead when We got there, 
and 1] asked for the pa in the name of Mr. 
Plant, the executor. made Mrs. Piant’s 
husband the executor. The sister ve me 
the papers. but calledin someof the other 
sisters, anc wished to have ‘the will read. I 
made no objection, and read the will for 
them. I then proceeded to look up the 
policy. There was no policy among O’ Reilly’s 
papers. I went to Archie Robinson, 
agent forthe London, Liverpool & Globe In- 
surance Co.,which was the name of the com- 
par in which O’Rellley said he was insured, 

ut he had no account of such policy. He 
advised me to write tothe New York house, 
which did, and they replied 
that no policy had been issued to O’ Reilly 
there. They suggested that I write to the 
London office, which I d@id, and received a 
reply that they had searched their books for 
several years back Dut found no such name 
as Edward Joseph O’Reilly.’’ 

Mr. Bierman showed the reporter the let- 
ters, which, he stated, he had received from 
New York and London, 

‘*I then told them,’’ continued Attorney 
Bierman, ‘‘that it looked like an April 
fool joke, ‘and that there was 
nothin in it, and the Sisters were 
satisfied. Ithink the way it was was this: 
O’ Reilly had a fearof being dissected or of 
being Duried in Potter’s field. He had 
spoken of thatfrequently. He died of con- 
sumption. he had died of any 
other disease I would think that he 
was laboring under a hallucination. 
He wanted to escape having his body dis- 
sected, and wanted tobe buried in conse- 
crated groumd, and he thought by making 
this will that he ,could accomplisn his pur- 

sse He made his will first in the City 

ospital, iving the policy to Miss 
Plant, an then, after he was re- 
moved to the Sisters, added the 
codicil, leaving half of the policy to the Sis- 
tore. hoping to obtain some fuvors from 
them. 

‘*‘What caused me tosuspect that all was 
not right was that he spoke of some 
property notes which he held, se- 
cured, he said, by a deed of trust, 
on East St. Louis property. The notes, he 
said, were for $250. Now, if he had any 
securities like those, he would not be apt to be 
inthe City Hospital. No such notes were 
among his papers. The only paper of ‘his 
that was given me by the sisters, was a letter 
written by him to a brother in Ireland. 

HIS LETTER TO HIS BROTHER. ~ 

**I wrote to the address which he gave, in- 
closing a copy of the letter, and the letter 
came back. Here it is,’’ said Mr, Bierman, 
taking a letter from the drawer of his desk. 
‘I have not opened it yet,’’ continued the 
attorney, **put I will do so now in your pres- 
ence. 

The letter was addressed ‘‘William T. 
O’Reilly, Estate Near Galway, Galway 
County. Ireland,’’ and was marked ‘‘not 
known’’ across the envelope and stamped 
Galway, April 16, ’92.’’ Attorney Blerman 
opened the envelope and gave the reporter the 
letter toread. With enough of introductory 
matter, written by Mr. Bierman, to explain 
the case, the matter which the attorney said 
was a copy of O’Reilly’s letter followed. it 


was as follows: ‘ 
sr. Louis, March 26, 1892. 
My Darling Brother: 


I have, through the providence of God. to say 
good by to you, until we meetin the land where no 
sorrow dwells. Now I ain not able write at length, 
and my last request on earth to you is to ask you 
that in seeing avery body is sent for to 
compensate the lady and her family who 
has my body in charge, and who wili forward you 
this. forif lleft her my wholefestate;: it would not 
be too much, for she has made my life in the end 
comfortable and easy. She wili write you details of 
the end, and so now farewell. God be your guide 
and bless you. Farewell to ail till we meet in 
heaven.

mented on the weakness of the identification 
of Nelll Cream as the man who had been 
with the Clover woman just previous to her 
fatal seizure, and as the ‘‘Fred’’ who was 
said tohave given her the fatal pills. Counsel 
admitted that the prisoner was a Dbilack- 
maller. 

Sir Charles Russell, for the prosecution, 
ridiculed the suggestion that the tdentity of 
Cream was incomplete. The two women, 
Elizabeth Masters and Elizabeth May, had 
thoroughly established the prisoner’s iden- 
tity. They had seen him enter the house 
where the Clover woman lived. They knew 
his appearance perfectly,. for they 
had been several times in his 
company and were actually waiting 
for him at the time they saw him go into No. 
27 Lambeth road. As to the cause there 
could be no possible doubt that it was strych- 
nine. The excessive vomiting of the Clover 
woman after :he had taken the poison ex- 
plained the smaliness of the amount of 
poison found inthe body. After Sir Charles 
Russell had concluded the court adjourned. 


It is considered significant against the 
prisoner’s chances of acquittal that when, in 
the course of his argument, Mr. Geoghegan 
as the prisoner’s counsel suggested that the 
prisoner’s knowledge that the Clover woman 
had died of strychnine was merely a surmise 
formed by the prisoner, asa man of medical 
education, upon learning of the Clover 
woman’s dying symptoms, the jury smiled 
incredulously. 

A peculiarity of the crimes with which Neill 
is charged is the eg og gi lack of motive. 
The case is believed to be without parallel in 
the annals of English criminal jurisprudence. 
Deeming, the wholesale wife-murderer who 
was recently executed in Melbourne, bad a 
motive for his crimes, adesireto get rid of 
women he had tired of, but, apparently, 
Neill murdered simply for the sake of mur- 


er. 
On the night of April ll last two girls namea 
Alice Marsh and Emma Shrivell, aged respec- 
ears, received a man in their 
apartments at No. 118 Stanford street, Lam- 
beth. This man remained with the girls 
until 2 o’clock the next morning. Shortly 
after he left the house the two giris were 
found in agony on the floor by the land- 
lady of the premises, a Mrs. Voght. 
girls belonged to the urfortunate 
Class, and an officer was notified and they 
were removed to St. Thomas’ Hospital. The 
Marsh girl died on the way to the hospit:1!

It was thought at first 
that the girls had been poisoned by tinned 
salmon, of which they had partaken, but it 
was bsequently learned that they had 
‘been poisoned with. strychnine.

' ‘fous Disease Steadily Reducing the 
Patient’s Vitality—Daily Routine of 
the Stricken Household—Expressions 
of Sympathy—The End Near. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 20.—Mrs. Harrison 
is reported to be ‘‘just about the same to- 
Gay.’’ She was a trifle less restless last 
night and showed no decided loss of strength 
this morning. While it is clearly manifest to 
the physician that the insidious disease with 
which the patient is suffering is slowly but 
surely reducing her vitality. to-day is 
the thirty-ninth anniversary of the marriage 
of President and Mrs. Harrison, but the liil- 
mess of the latter precluded any recognition 
_Of the occasion outside of the family circle, 
and there it was marked with an extreme 
sadness, Bishop Whipple of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church called at the house this 
morning and left atender message of sym- 
pathy for the President. : 


While the change from day to day ts not 
perceptible to any degree, the physician and 
nurses have acticed a steady progress in the 
disease. There is never improvement, ex- 
cept of an ephemeralintermittent character, 
and as each day passes the bare possibility of 
achange for the better grows less, until 
there is now little if any hope. 

The sufferer has seemed to be slightly re- 
freshed by the fine weather which has pre- 
Vailed. itis Indian summer in all perfec- 
tion, and the air is mild and balmy, but even 
with this great assistance the patient can 
make no progress towards recovery. Her 
Bleep has grownto be so heavy that it ex- 
hausts her. She comes out of it with an ef- 
fort, and fora time her shattered nerves are 
completely prostrated. This has made it 
mecessary for her attendants to watch her 
‘closely and seethat she doeg not sleep too 
longatatime. She takes little nourishment, 
and that with difficulty. A bit of egganda 
swallow or twoof light broth make up the 
excuse for a meal. 

The comfortable condition of his wife has 
made it possible for the President to spend a 
little time in his office, and even holda brief 
reception in the Kast Room. The scene was 
very sad. These receptions usually are stiff 
and even solemm, because the visitors, find- 
ing themselves as a rule for the first time in 
the presence of the President of the United 
States, become for the moment embarrassed, 
But this is changed now. The President’s 
sorrow has served to bring him nearerto the 

ople and they approach him with the ease 
fore of sympathy. The women especially 
have a soothing word for him and their eyes 
Miland their voices break. The President 
never trusts himself to make any reply, but 
his deep bow and his own misty eyes tell 
more p'ainly than any words could how 
much he appreciates the feeling thus exhib- 
ited. 

Secretary Halford has his hands full these 
days. The President’s correspondence has 
fallen almost entirely upon him and he em- 
ploys two stenographers in Keeping his table 
clear. His journalistic training, which en- 
ables him to dictate with ease and go speedily 
through a pile of lettersis of the greatest 
service to him now. 

A new feature to the scrapbook kept at the 
White House has been added since Mrs. Har- 
rison’s illness assumeda hopeless and des- 
perate form. Ali references to herin the 
public press are cut outand preserved, and 
the clippings already make a volume. News- 
papers from aliover thecountry are repre- 
sented init, anditis noteworthy that many 
ofthe tenderest and maniiest references to 
the President and hisaMlicted household are 
from those newspapers of the South which 
are arrayed against the President politically.

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


Bequosts to Union Theological Seminary 
Not Endangered. 


NEW YorxK, Oct. 20.—It was stated yester- 
day that an effort might be made to secure 
the forfeiture of at least a portion of the 
$800,000 in endowments of the Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary, made subsequent to the Semi- 
nary’s contract of 1870 with the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, onthé ground that the 
seminary had forfeited those endowments 
by abrogating its contract with the seminary. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas §S. Hastings, pres!- 
dent of the seminary faculty and ex-officio 
member of the Board of Trustees, laughed 


when asked about it. Then he said that there 
was not the slightest foundation for the 
statement. 

‘“*In the first place,’’ said Dr. Hastings, 
‘four endowments were all made without any 
conditions whatever, consequently they can- 
not be considered as dependent upon any 
action of the Seminary. in the second place, 
nota single one of our donors, so far as I 
know, has had any iaultto find with our ac- 
tion In reference to Dr. Briggs. Of the $80v,- 
000 in endowments, $400,000 was bequeathed 
by ex-Gov. Morgan, $300,000 by James Brown, 
$50,0U0 by the Jate Mr. Fayerweather, $5,000 by 
Russell Sage, $5,000 by Marcellus Hartley, and 
the balance came from various sources. 
John Crosby Brown, son of James 
Brown, is a member of our 
Board of Trustees, and voted with us. 
Now asto the intimation that we have vio- 
lated our pledgeto uphold the Presbyterian 
faith by solving our contract with the Gen- 
eral Assembly, we contend that we have up- 
held the Presbyterian faith ever since the 
foundation of the seminary in 1848, and that 
the abrogation of the contract with the Gen- 
eral Assembly could not result in causing us 
to cease to be a Presbyterian body, any more 
than did the mere signing ofthe contract 
make us a Presbyterian body. We pur- 
posely selected James C. Carter as our 
legal adviser, -because he was not a 
Presbyterian and had no connection what- 
ever with any Presbyterian body. His opin- 
ion, published last Monday, has been sub- 
mitted to William Allen Butler, and he fully 
concursin it. He will probably be asked to 
write an opinion on the subject in the near 
future. We have throughout acted under the 
best advice, anda year ago we were ddvised 
that our action was entirely legal. But three 
members were absent from the decisive 
meeting last Thursday, and all were neces- 
sarily detained. Dr. .Hall was attending a 
wedding, William A. Wheelock was confined 
at home by a sprained ankle and W. W, 
Hoppin had just returned from Kurope.’’ 


ACKNOWLEDGES ALLEGIANCE.

An example of Republican campaign 
articles is the literature uttered by the 
American Patriotic League, an associa- 
tion which seems to be the Hastern end of 
the A. P.A. The circulars received by the 
Post-DIsPATOH contain extracts more or 
less garbled of a pastoral letter from Arch- 
bishop Feehan of Chicago, selections 
‘*from a startling political and secret cir- 
cular from Father Stephan to Bishop Marty 
and other bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States,’’ extracts 
from secret circulars containing assaults 
on President Harrison and other Repub- 
licans and the ‘‘platform of principles.’’ 
Accompanying these circulars is an anti- 
immigration petition to Congress, which 
prays thatevery would-be immigrant be 
obliged to produce a certificate from some 
United States Consul that “‘he is not 
inimical to American institutions.’ 7 

The meaning of this isclear. Itis an 
ignoble attempt to light the way to Repub- 
lican success by the feeble flame of the old 
Know-nothing spirit. It isan appeal to 
everything that is ungenerous, intolerant, 
ignorant and base in the American char- 
acter. Theimplication is that 10,000,000 
citizens of the United States are ‘ ‘inimical 
to American institutions’’ because they 
are members of a certain sect of Christians.

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A QUESTION OF MORALITY. 


Rev, Dr. R. 8. MacArthur of Calvary 
Baptist Ohurch of New York preached a 
sermon last Sunday from the text, ‘‘Curse 
ye the land of Meros, said the angel of the 
Lord; curse the inhabitants!.thereof be- 
cause they come not to the help of the 
Lord to help his most valiant men.’’ 

The moral of this lay in its application, 
whith was to the stay-at-home voters, and 
the men whbd do not come to the help of 
good government on election day. 

It would be well if all clergymen, 
especially those.of St. Louis, would follow 
Dr. MacArthur’s exumple. There is a 
power in the pulpit which cannot be over- 
estimated, and which if exerted persistent- 
ly and courageously cannot but result in 
radical reform in city government and 
courts. The ‘‘rings,’’ ‘‘gangs’’ and 
‘*pushes’’ have never suffered a Coficen- 
trated attack from the pulpit and it is 
doubtful if they could survive it. 

The question involved is one of morality 
pure and simple. Public duty is private 
duty writ large. There isno distinction 
in kind between the two. Duty to one’s 
neighbor includes the duty to defend him 
from the consequences of corruption in 
public offices. This can be done only 
through the ballot-box,in which the moral 
sentiment of the community is registered. 
The citizen is nota moral man unless he 
votes, unless he comes to the help of those 
who are fighting the cause of decency and 
honesty. 

The clergy can exert a decisive influence 
in this direction.

“CLEAN OR UNCLEAN?”’ 


The St. Louis Council of the Legion of 
Honor, after discussing the sanitary con- 
ditions of this city and ways and means of 
preventing a cholera outbreak next spring 
has suggested a sanitary campaign on the 
‘fclean or unclean’’ issue. The sugges- 
tion is an admirable one, but is capable of 
a wider application looking to far better 
results than can be expected from a mere 
attempt to get the municipal authorities 
to do their duty in the matter of cleaning 
the city. 

The way to assure the cleaning of the 
city is to secure a clean administration of 
the city’s business. The stream can be no 
purer than its source. Putity and effi- 
ciency cannot be obtained from corruption 
and incompetence. As long as St. Louis 
is in the hands of unclean and incompetent 
officials the city will be unclean and the 
hélpléss victim of inefficient and dishonest 
work and of corrupt political machina- 
tions. The practical failure of all efforts 
to improve our sanitary condition last 
summer was directly caused by the domi- 
hance of disreputable elements of both 
parties in the municipal administration. 

Let the ‘‘clean or unclean’’ issue be ap- 
plied to the selection of municipal officials 
and a victory for cleanliness there will as- 
sure a Victory for cleanliness throughout 
the city and honest work in every depart- 
ment of the city government. Thecorrupt 
combine now in control taints every 
branch of the city govérnment. It must 
be rooted out before there can be hope of 
good results. 

The first contest for cleanliness is pre- 
sented in the battle against the Four 
Courts ring. That powerful arm of the 
corrupt combine must be struck down. A 
néw and clean deal in the administration 
of criminal justice is necessary to the 
triumph of decency inthe City Hall. That 
is the opening battle of the ‘‘clean or un- 
clean’’ campaign and if won, will pave 
the way to a final victory in the spring.

It is a little singular that every one seems 
to have overlooked the legal process which 
has authorized and aided Niedringhaus to 
rob the people of this country for a 


great many years on aie “patent, the 
details of which had been published 
in this country before he ever began 
using it. Ithink the patent laws prohibit 
the use of letters patent to a pretended in- 
ventor if the details of the alleged inven- 
tion have already been made public, 

By searching in an old edition of Ure’s 
‘*‘Mines, Minerals and Arts’’ a full descrip- 
tion of the various modes of enameling iron- 
ware, etc., will be found. As garly as 
1845 the processes were so thoroughly un- 
derstood in Europe that Dr. Ure advised the 
English Patent Office against the issuance of 
letters patent for any variation of such proe- 
esses, as they were all practically one and 
the same. Niedringhaus’ patents must have 
been issued subsequent to 1845, and if so, his 
monopoly of such manufac sturing was a cold- 
blooded robbery, secured as it was after 
Ure’s book had been issued in this country.

Mr. A. J. P. Garesche,an attorney, disputed 


| the correctness of Maj. Warner’s references 


to Missouri history in an interesting talk with 
a group of local statesmen yesterday. Speak- 
ingon this subject later for publication, he 
said: . ‘ 

The Major, anxious to pick his own line of 
battle, opened the campaign at Sedalia. 
Thrice in that speech he declares\ that the 
| halcyon days of Missourl were the five years 
of its radical rule—from 1865 to 1870-—though 
with much regret he asserts that he did not 


like religious persecution. 

Let us see what was the beginning. 

in the Drake Vonvention of ’65, the report 
of the Committee on Finance, and approved 
by the convention, uses this language: 

**Missouri 
States inthe year 1821, andin the judgment 
of your committee she has been asinfulanda 
sickly chiJd since the day of her birth, forty- 
five years ago—sinful because she has held, by 
the rule of the people, a portionof her chil- 
drenin bondage for a periodof more than 
forty years, and vaiued their bodies, under 
the assessment laws of the State, as 
so many sheep and oxen, for the purpose of 
imposing a tax (amounting in 1860 to $88, 000) 
on their current value, to support in part, 
the government ofthe State, and sickly as 
the institution of human slavery: within her 
borders has operated to paralyze her indus- 
try, and as a consequence to prostrate her 
credit beyond (as some think) redemption.’’ 

This convention had been calied by 
amendments to emancipate siaves; by 
amendments to preserve in purity the 
elective franchise to loyal citizens and such 
other amendments as they might. deem es- 
sential to the public good; 4th book, p. 6, sec. 
5. In legal parlance,there were but two dele- 
gations of power, the third only an amplifi- 
cation ofthetwoformer. But, not to stickle 
to law points, there was no power to estab- 
lish a new constitution. Did they have this 
power, or were they limited to amend- 
ments? was a question passed 
on by the convention, but it 
was resolved that they would have 
anew constitution. This by a vote of 29 ayes 
was adopted, 19 nays; 10 absent with leava, 
8 without leave and 4 sick, or 29 out of 65 mem.- 
bers ;4th b., p. 89-90. Yet this entailed an ex- 

nse on down-trodden, sick, sinful Mis- 
sourl, which amounted to $72,474.88. The 
work then proceeded; when the question of 
emancipation was mooted, the proposition 
was made to pay all persons owning slaves 
on Jan. 11, 1865, who were, and are truly 
loyal to the government of the United States, 
the full value of their slaves, not exceeding 
$300 per head. This, by the honest patriots 
of the conveution was promptly laid on the 
table. Ayes, 47; nays, 4; absent, 12. 

10 drown all oppositioa, to squelch every 
resource of relief even by appeal to the 
courts, an ousting ordinance was passed 
whereby every judge, every clerk of the 
court, every sheriff and every marshal was 
ipso iacto ousted from office, and the Gov- 
ernor authorized to fil these vacancies. 

After numerous amendments to witigate 
so sweeping an act, it was passed just as 
proposed. Yeas, 40; nays, 10; absent wlih 
leave, 4; sick, 1; 4th beok, page 158. 

As Maj. Warner thinks these the halcyon 
days of Missouri, won’t he answer whether 
he thinks the motives of this ordinance to be 
honest? 

They, the convention, had _ abolished 
slavery without just compensation, even to 
loyalowners. A delegated body of the lim- 
ited powers for which called = It 
had determined, because ‘‘might makes 
right,’’ to form a new constitution, 
but the ousting ordinance was the resource 
of this revolutionary body to carry out its 
scheme. Turntothereport of the commit- 
tees and let their own language contradict or 
confirm my statement of its dishonesty. 
Fourth b., p77: ‘*Our State is in an abnormal 
condition, produced not by, its friends and sup- 
porters, but by those who would seek its ruin 
and destruction, wherefore are we to be gov- 
erned by tne rules of conduct and legislation 
which should prevail in ordinary 
times,.’’ Yet by way of parenthesis, 
let me suggest that I know not 
how the members could be dispensed from 
the obligations of the Constitution of the 
United States—from those of justice. And 
this criticism becomes the kéener from the 
passages which follow: ‘‘The committee see 
fit to point their views inthis respect with 
illustration. The convention has already 
enacted an ordinance emancipating slaves in 
the State. Should the Judiciai Department of 
the State Government be held at liberty to 
impeach the entire lawfulness of this act of 
the convention? Property in man exists, and 
has always heretofore been recognized in the 
State, and if rightfully existing atone time 
may always rightfully exist.’’ 

The convention, or the majority of the 
people have norightor lawful authority to 
deprive a citizen of property without com- 

ensation, noteven pretended to be taken 
or publicuse. Theright orauthority so to 
do is denied in the very nature of the social 
contract. Uponthis plea the lawfulness of 
this act of the convention may be denied 
by the judges. Should it be sO 
permitted, if it can be prevented? Again 
the convention has considered the measure 
of preserving in purity the elective 
franchise and inso doingto disfranchise the 
rebel and the rebel sympathizer, Shall the 
effect of this measure be allowed to be 
frittered away by unfavorable and hostile 
construction of terms and phrases?’’ 

Moreover, the same report, 4th b., p. 99 
sanctioned the outrares upon private 
citizens committed by martial law. Again 
to quote the words of the committee, 
4th b., p. 99° 

‘*This power, since its institution in this 
State, has suppressed newspapers, has 
stopped as well as regulated commercial in- 
tercourse, has seized property and has 
famished by its own law the citizen; has con- 
trolled the courts, has forbidden the institu- 
tion or prosecution of suits, bas imprisoned 
the person of the suitor; has instructed the 
judge; has entered houses; has taken house- 
hold furniture, has sold the same, has made 
title thereto, has appropriated the proceeds 
thereof not the property of citizens actually 
engage@ in war, but of those who were 
simply disloyal and disaffected; has 
levied assessments, collected moneys, 
imprisoned, banished and put to death. 
Yes, this is the picture of their own acts 
drawn by tbe friends themselves of Maj. 
Warner, 

Sure these are not excused by Maj. Warner 
as actsof war. Were they? This report was in 
February, 1865. when the collapse of the Con- 
federacy, two months later a fact, was al- 
ready a certainty. Time of war, only a 
pretext, and hence so late as Feb. 11, 1865, 
page 83, a resolution was adopted ‘‘that 
in the opinion of this convention it is 
wholly inexpedient and would be dangerous 
to the peace and safety of the people of 
Missouri for martial.law to be removed from 
this State.’’

Louls, and the 
ability of the people to do it. He 
stated that the national organization had 
alloted $4,000 for missionary work in 
the St. Louis district, andthe local mission- 
ary workers had expended over $7,000.

Rev. F. B Doe, Superintendent of the 
American Home Missionary Society for Mis- 
souril, Arkansas, Indian Territory and Okla- 
shoma, said, in regard to the work in this 
State, that -there are forty-two aided 
churches outside of the city and county of 
8t. Louis which received last year $6,555, 

Rev. C. A. Wights, one of the delegates to 
the National Council of the Congregational 
Church, recently held at Minneapolis, 
gave to the association his impressions of 
the council. He said that the matter of 
greatest interest at the council 
was the proceedings concerning 
church societies and their relations to 
the churches. Principalamong these socie- 
tiles was the American Board, which Mr. 
Wight said, was looked upon at the Council 
as a closed corporation, and which, by the 
action of the Council, will become more rep- 
resentative of the charches by the introduc- 
tion of closer members of the churches 
to its body. Mr. Wight also 
spoke of the reception tendered Rev. John 
Brown of England and Rev. Mr. Harrison of 
Wales, and referred tothe interest awak- 
ened by the John Robinson memorial.

A FOURTEEN-STORY BUILDING FOR 
EIGHTH AND OLIVE STREETS 


The Eafskine Corner Leased for Ninety- 
nine Years on a Valuation of $400,000 
—The Catholic Orphan Board Property 
Sold at an Advance of $86,000. 


A very important transaction, and one 
which insures the construction of another 
grand down town bullding, wasthe leasing, 
fora term of ninety-nine years, of the Frank 
Erskine property, where the saloon is located 
at the northeast corner of Eighth and Olive. 
The premises embrace the old four-story 
stone front building, with a frontage of 127% 
feet on the north side of Olive street by an 
even depth of 6&0 feet along the east 
side of Eighth street, opposite the Custom- 
house. Several parties have been trying to 
get possession of this valuable corner for 
more than a year past, but the owner’s 
agent, Judge John Grether, held out firm for 
an income from it of $20,000 per year net, and 
these terms have been finally accepted. 
On that basis the property, even with 
the old building upon it, which will 
have to be torn down, !s valued at $8,000 per 
foot for the Eighth street frontage, the lease 
having been agreed to upon the basis ofs6 
per cent upon the valuation named. The 
Olive street frontage is what gives.the prem- 
ises its great value, and its worth has been 
vastly stimulated within the past few 
months by the extensive wor now 
under way in preparing foundations 
for the fourteen story building to 
be erected on the northwest corner of Qlive 
and Seventh streets, where the finest build- 
inginthecity is in course of construction. 
When Judge Grether was seen with reference 
to leasing of the Erskine corner he refused 
to give any information about it upon the 
plea that the lessees had obligated him to 
give no  ~pubiicity to the matter. It 
is known, however, that among 
other parties interested in the ninety-nine- 
year lease, prominent among them is the 
firm of Christopher & Simpson, Cliff Richara- 
son and Hiram E. Liggett. These gentle- 
men, with the others associated with them 
in the enterprise, have obligated themséIves 
to construct a $100,000 bufiding on 
the premises, but it is common _§fre- 
port, already, that their intention is to 
improve the Corner Wir a fourteen-story 
building to conform With the elegant struc- 
ture under way atthe northwest corner of 
Seventh. It will be two years though before 
they can get possession of the Erskine prop- 
erty, as pending leases run untilthen. In the 
meantime they will temporarilly improve 
the old house to enhance its income, which 
even now with allits extreme dilapidation 
onthe upper floors, producesa revenue of 
$18,000 a year. 

SOLD FOR $112,000. 

Two of the large negotiations that have 
been pendingin real estate circles for some 
time past were practically closed to day. 
One ofthese, according to common report, 
was the sale of the dfty-one acre tract of 
land at the Nofthwest corner of Page and 
Isidora avenues, next west of Wat- 
son’s fruit hill, on the line of the 
St. Louls & Suburban Electric road, 
where building operations have bveen 
carried on so briskly during the past few 
months. This fifty-one acre plot is better or 
perbaps more generally known as the Catho- 
lic Orphan Board property, an organization 
which secured the site about three years ago 
for something Hike $26,000, the intention at 
that time being to improve it with home 
bulidings for the institution. It é6n- 
hanced, however, in value so _ fast 
that it was concluded best to sell the 
land and get another and cheaper site where 
the profits derived from a sale of the original 
purchase might be utilized in the construc- 
tion of better and more commodious build- 
ings than was at first proposed. Accordingly 
the fifty-one acres were sold on the 12th of 
last September for $76,009 to the commission 
firm of Meyer & Bolte, and M. Gum- 
mersbach of the Book Concern of Herder & 
Co. Since those parties bought the 
change in motive power to electricity on the 
St. Louis & Suburban line bas béen effected, 
and the newsystem has proven so satisfac- 
tory asto notonly materially increase the 
demand for lots along the route, but there 
has been much selling and vastly a@ much 
greater number of houses built within the 
territory of this road than aay other eection 
= the city during the past year. From 

ne of the most pnfavored and 
disliked means of ‘transit the 
old narrow-gauge has been changed 

and improved until it has become one of the 
most popular roaas in St. Louis, andthe be- 
neficial effects of the new system can be illus- 
trated no better than inthe sale of fifty-one 
acres at the corner of Page and Isidora ave- 
nues for $112,000, showing an advance of 
$86,000 since the electric cars were put into 
operation. At present the names of the buy- 
ers are withheld from the public; but it is un- 
derstood that.the new owners contemplate 
subdividing the ground and improving it with 
paved streets and granitoid walks,to be 
disposec of in home lots at retail.

GEN. SICKLES’ SPEECH. 


He Is a Democrat and Will Work and Vote 
for Cleveland. 

Since so much has been said of the alleged 
defection of Gen. Daniel E. Sickles and his 
hostility to Cleveland the speech he made in 
accepting the Democratic nomination for 
Congress in the Tenth New York District last 
Monday night will. be interesting reading to 
voters of both parties. ‘ 

When Gen. Sickles had been assisted to the 
platform and introduced as the next member 


| of Congress from the Tenth, he leaned upon 


his wooden supports and said: 


I nave received the announcement just communi- 
cated to me by your committee with great satisfac- 
t I was especially pleased to hear that my nom- 
ination was moved and seconded by gentiemen who 
were members of the first conyention which nomi- 
nated me for Congress from this city. Those gentie- 
men are, as you see, yery young men. [Laughter]. 
AndI am, as you see, a very young ian, too, 
[Laughter]. Therefore you must not suppose that I 
am going back to ancient history. 

This nomination is as gratifying to me as it is un- 
anpeneen. WithdrawnasIhave been from active 
politics so many years,I am the more touched by this 
nnlooked-for expression of} confidence and regard 
from my political associates and friends. [Applause } 
Iam especially glad that you have not been misi 
by the persistent efforts of our adversaries to repre- 
sent me as hostile to the election of the Democfatic 
candidate forthe Presidency. Mr. Cleveland was 
not my choice for the nomination. Associated 
with the delegation from the State of 
New York to the Chicago Convention 
it seemed to be our duty to sup rt 
earnestly and heartily another candidate 
for that high office. fe did onr duty to the 
best of our ability, and I have nothing to regret or 
recall as to what we did at Chicago. [Applause.) I 
was, however, a delegate to CHicago, and I unite 
with my colleagues of the deiegation, and with the 
great organization to which you and I belong, in 
their earnest efforts to restore the Executive and 
Legislative branches of the Government to the con- 
trol of the Democratic party. [Great applause.) I 
feel tt to bean obMgation of duty and of honor to 
support the platform and the nominees of the Chi- 
cago Convention, 

Although since the war I have declined several in- 
vitations to return to Congress, I feel constrained, 
under the existing circumstances. to accept the 
nomination. [Cheers.] Thanking you for this fresh 
proof of your esteem, so generously offered, I will 
only add that if the verdict of the people shall ratif 

our choice you may depend upon the faithful ful- 
Silment of my trustas one of the Representatives in 
Congress of the Democracy ofthe city of New 
York. 

Deafening applause greeted the General as 
he resumed his seat. The delegates pressed 
forward to offer their congratulations. The 
General seemed much toucbed at the warmth 
of his reception, especially when several 
men with G. A. R. buttons in their lapels 
seized him by the hand and assured him that 
the veterans were solid for him. 

Gen. Sickles was born in New York Oct. 20, 
1823. He was educated at the University of 
the City of New York, learned the printer’s 
trade, studied law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1844. After practicing law three years 
he was elected to the assembly and soon De- 
came the Democratic leader in the Lower 
House at Albany. In 1853 he was appointed 
Corporation Counsel for New York, and in 
July of the same year accompanied Minister 
James Buchanan to England as Secretary of 
Legation. In 1855 he was elected 
to the State Segate as a Demo- 
crat and a year later s chosen to repre- 
sent the old Battery District in Congress. He 
was re-elected and served until the war 
broke out. Then he raised the Excelsior 
Brigade and did excellent service at Ohan- 
cellorsville. He losta leg at Gettysburg. He 
was Minister to Spain from 1869 to 187% under 
the Grant Administration. Two years ago 
last April he was appointed Sheriff of Queens 
County by Gov. Hill, after the deposition of 
the notorious Flack.
